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IF WE ARE TO HAVE PLANNING 
IT MUST BE DONE CORRECTLY 


A short while back President Truman made a speech 
in defense of economic planning. He granted that plan- 
ling was a word that scared certain people. But his con- 
ention was that these frightened people were-confusing 
planned economy with controlled economy. .The President 
nimself, unless we misread him, seems to see a sharp divi- 
sion between the two. 


Yet planning implies a preparation for action. And in 
h planned course of action there are components that must 
be directed in such a way that the action comes out ac- 
cording to plan. Otherwise there wouldn't seem to be much 
-.-ense in planning in the first place. 


It may be that Mr. Truman meant that a planned econ- 
• umy is one in which the government draws up a blueprint 
"and private business voluntarily undertakes the 
action, 
with its accompanying controls. A controlled economy, by 
•".Mr. Truman's definition, might be one in which the gov- 
ernment would guide the course of action only if business 
•refused to co-operate or failed to achieve the govern- 
ment's ecouomic goal. 


This might explain the "stand-by controls" that Mr. 
Truman requested in his State of the Union message. These 
. are part of his economic planning, but apparently are only 
ur use in emergency. 


At anv rate, we imagine that a planned and controlled 
economy might be acceptable to the great majority of 
Americans under certain conditions. If government plan- 
ners could somehow 
guarantee 
that they could control

Nobody wants a depression, of course, because no- 
"bodv gains anvthing by it in the long run. But can the gov- 
ernment guarantee a preventive? At present, the answer 
would certainlv be no. Government means not only the 
Executive branch but also Congress, which writes the laws 
and doles out the money. And the .last time we 
looked, 
there were several divergent economic viewpoints in both 
these departments. 


Some government economists are worrying about a 
lepressing drop in prices and employment. They produce 
figures to justifv their fears. Others say the danger is still 
inflation, t h e y also cite figures to prove their point. 


To some people planning, like nationalization, is a sort 
of magic, cure-all word. But planning is simply the opin- 
ion of an individual or group of individuals. 


There are all sorts of economic planning going on in 
government today. But who are the planners? How have 
their economic prophecies panned out? What is their ob- 
jective now? What is the evidence that it is the right one? 
Mr. Truman and Congress will have to agree on the 
answers to those questions. It obviously isn't enough just 
to have a planned economy. It must be correctly planned.

The manner in which moisture 
provisions of the Coin Loah pro- 
gram operate in 
Morgan county 
was more fully explained by Wal- 
lace T. Hembrough, 
chairman of 
the local 
AAA 
committee. 
The 
established crib width 
for 
this 
county is 8 feet. 
At the present 
time, corn stored in a crib of this 
width or less will meet moisture 
eligibility if it contains 20.5 per cent 
or less moisture. 


If the crib is wider than the estab- 
lished width the 
corn 
must 
be 
drier to be considered eligible. The 
rule requires that the permissible 
content be reduced by 1 per cent for 
each foot or fraction thereof that 
the crib exceeds the 
established 
width. For instance, corn stored in 
a crib 10 feet wide must test 18.5 or 
less per cent moisture, and a crib 12 
feet wide must test 16.5 or less. 
Gives Moisture Maximums 


Mr. Hembrough re-emphasized the 
statement of State Committeeman 
Combrink by again 
pointing out 
that after April 1 corn 
stored in 
cribs of established widths must test 
no more than 17.5 per cent as com- 
pared to 20.5 per cent at the pres- 
ent time. 
Similar reductions, 
he 
said, will be applied to variations in 
widths as indicated above. For ex- 
ample. after Aprl 1, a crib 8 ft. wide 
must test 17.5 or less, a crib 10 feet 
wide, 15.5 or less, and a crib 12 feet 
wide 13.5 or less. 


This applies until May 1 when 
the second maximum moisture al- 
lowance takes effect as lollows: a 
crib 8 feet wide allowable moisture 
15.5 per cent or less a crib 10 feet 
wide 13.5 per cent moisture or less, 
ana a crib 12 feet wide 11.5 per cent 
or less. 


Shelled corn may be sealed until 
June 30, 1949 provided the moisture 
is 13.5 per cent or ¡ess. 


All farmers should give full con- 
sideration to this matter of mois- 
ture content and the change in re- 
quirements to take place April 1 and 
May 1, the chairman said.
